Animmigration attorney becomes a master of the con when It comes to 
sham marriages. BY JAMES ROBINSON 





hen Randall Caudle was 
an immigration lawyer 
in the latter half of the 
1990s, “people’s faces 
would glaze over” when 
he told them what he did. But things in his 
field, as anybody who has seen a newspaper 
or watched the news in the last decade 
would know, have become a bit more heated. 
Last month he was quoted ina story on im- 
migration reform in the Contra Costa Times; 
one of the commenters online suggested that 
immigration attorneys be tried for treason. 
The majority of Caudle’s last 18 years in 
immigration law has been spent 
helping immigrants apply for 
residency, usually through 
their work or a U.S.-born 
spouse. It’s put him in a more 
routine part of a vast and 
controversial bureaucracy.

treamlining” and “pandering” are 
both terms that raise red flags when 
applied to local government. So it 
warrants mentioning that San Francisco has 
streamlined pandering. 

Under the city’s budgetary process, the 
mayor sets the city’s budget and the Board of 
Supervisors fight for “add-backs.” In this 
vindictive give-and-take, the mayor can play 
hardball and slash funding for items near and 
dear to the supervisors, only to replenish it in 
return for other concessions. Everyone gets 
what they want — and the supes very publicly 
go to the mat for their politically well-con- 
nected constituents. 

Since last summer, however, the supes have 
cut out the middleman when it comes to dis- 


tributing funds within their districts. The board 
in July allocated $1 million for the supes to play 
Santa Claus and spend $100,000 apiece. This 
move was undertaken with little fanfare; if you 
didn’t see an Examiner article that ran on 
Christmas Day, you pretty much missed it. 

A February public records request detail- 
ing how the money has been spent revealed 
any number of worthy projects being bank- 
rolled by the beneficent supes — but some 
head-scratchers as well. Supervisor Mark Far- 
rell put $300 toward the Aquatic Park Neigh- 
bors Treasure Hunt. Former Supervisor 
Christina Olague bequeathed $3,000 for “Re- 


usable Bag Ordinance Education Workshops.” 


Supervisor Carmen Chu opted to not hire a 
third legislative aide, landing her an extra 
$107,000 on top of her $100,000 to dissemi- 
nate within District 4. She was generous: 
$100,000 went toward rebuilding the Larsen 
Playground, and $70,000 went to “Taraval 
Street business corridor improvements.” 
While it’s hard to argue against improving 
Taraval Street businesses or playgrounds — 
someone thought of the children — the notion 


of supervisors forking out wads of cash like 
freehanded ward bosses rubs some badly.

“It is the most preposterous piece of public 
policy. As a former member of the board, | am 
embarrassed,” says erstwhile supe Aaron Pes- 
kin. “Giving themselves $100,000 to hand out 
in little tidbits to buy political support?

Quentin 
Kopp sees it similarly. “It’s flabbergasting they 
could each appropriate $100,000 to spread the 
money to suit their fancy — and their fancy in- 
cludes, unalterably, a desire to be re-elected or 
elected to higher office.”

Muni’s cunning plan to tunnel 2,000 feet into a theater.

hen news broke 
that the city is 
holding the bag 
for the tens of 
millions of dollars the 
America’s Cup Organizing 
Committee hasn’t raised, 
Supervisor John Avalos gave an 
impassioned lamentation. “I 
was fucking played. All the 
members of the Board of 
Supervisors were fucking 
played,” he wailed. “I am totally 
fucking ashamed.” 


This showed remarkable candor — 
but not remarkable foresight. Every city 
official tasked with adding numbers and 
looking at contracts had warned of this 
exact scenario. SF Weekly and other 
newspapers had done the same, 
repeatedly, in 2010, 2011, 2012, and this 
year too. Decision-makers may or may 
not have been played, but they were 
certainly informed. 

One can only predict the impassioned 
lamentations due to be inspired by the 
Central Subway. Over the past decade, a 
bevy of reports and articles have revealed 
the bizarre logistics for the proposed Muni 
line to Chinatown — and, potentially, 
beyond — could actually reduce 
passengers’ ability to get to their desired 
destinations in a timely fashion. In that 
time, the project’s price tag has jumped 
from around $647 million to some $1.6 
billion, while anticipated daily ridership 
dropped from 100,000 to an optimistic 
2012 estimate of 35,100. In 2007, Muni 
reported that the subway would be a net 
gain, reducing Muni’s operating and 
maintenance expenses by $23.9 million. In 
2010, that number was glumly revised: The 
subway is now expected to eat $15.2 
million in yearly O&M costs — siphoning 
resources away from a perpetually 
underfunded system. 

Last year the Wall Street Journal 
labeled the subway “a case study in 
government incompetence and wasted 
taxpayer money.” So, decision-makers 
have been informed. And we’re building 
this thing anyway. 

The most recent twist in the Central 
Subway saga is a plan rapidly wending its 
way through the city’s approval process: to 
unearth two tunnel boring machines via 
the carcass of North Beach’s derelict 
Pagoda Palace theater, some 2,000 feet 
beyond the future Chinatown station. In 
December, this extraction was priced as 


adding $3 million to project costs. Earlier 
this month it was estimated as an $8 
million job; it now stands at $9.15 million. 
It warrants mentioning that this money 

is not derived from the federal manna 
funding much of the Central Subway 
endeavor. This wad hails from Muni’s own 
kitty — “reserve funds, fund balance, and 
operating savings.” 

That’s not the only shaky proposition. 
Lawrence Karp, a consulting geotechnical 
engineer hired by opponents of the Central 
Subway, submitted several reports claiming 
attempts to excavate beneath the Pagoda 
Palace will be a complex and dodgy fiasco. 
Ina Feb. 13 memo, John Funghi, Muni’s 
Central Subway project director, chided 
Karp for providing “incorrect information” 
about the proposed Pagoda dig, and 
“misrepresenting” the impacts of the 
construction. Karp testily notes that his 
“incorrect information” was pulled straight 
from a Planning Department addendum 
for the project, and backed down from 
none of his disturbing written claims. 

“If an old man is crossing the street and 
you hit him with your car, you can’t say ‘he 
was old, he was gonna die anyway,” Karp 
says. “So when you go and excavate 
underneath buildings that are 100 years

old, on sand, with very high water tables — 
there is virtually no chance those buildings 
won't be damaged.” Asked if the costs will 
exceed the $9.15 million in local funds 
Muni is now ponying up, he says, “That’s 
sort of obvious.” 

What’s less obvious, at least on one 
level, is why the tunnel-boring machines 
will be unearthed from North Beach while 
the final designed and funded station is 
way back in Chinatown. Muni has offered 
a bevy of explanations as to why the most 
expedient plan is to bore a pair of 2,000- 
foot tunnels — estimated cost: $70-plus 
million — to retrieve a pair of machines 
with a resale value Funghi has tabbed at 
$4.4 million. 

Extracting the machines by crane at the 
Chinatown station, described in the 
project’s Environmental Impact Report as 
a two-week job, is now infeasible, reports 
Muni. The boring machines will be so deep, 
says spokesman Paul Rose, that digging 
down to retrieve them would be time- 
consuming and expensive. Funghi has said 
that digging sideways out of the tunnel 
right-of-way and abandoning the machines 
underground would entail “significant 
environmental work,” “approval by the 
property owners ... and appropriate 


compensation.” But it seems there’s plenty 
of all that at the Pagoda Palace, too. 

The concept of digging an additional few 
thousand feet for the sake of extracting 
boring machines puzzled experienced 
engineers. “It’s surprising to me it would be 
worth taking them out,” says Douglas 
Hamilton, the engineering geologist for the 
Devil’s Slide project. Why not, he asks, 
simply mothball the machines at a point in 
Chinatown past where future trains will go? 
Why not bury them beneath the right-of- 
way? Or why not scrap them and haul out 
the pieces the way they came in? Rose notes 
“the new machines that were manufactured 
for the Central Subway were not built to be 
subsequently dismantled.” Perhaps that was 
a mistake. Or perhaps not. Because this way 
Muni gets to dig its long-desired tunnel into 
North Beach. 

While the final funded stop is in China- 
town, Muni has the feds’ blessing to dig 
into North Beach — provided it does so 
“for construction purposes” related to the 
current (funded) phase of the project. Dig- 
ging the tunnels as a means of extracting 
the boring machines is considered “for 
construction purposes.” But extending 
subway service to North Beach and, even- 
tually, Fisherman’s Wharf is Muni’s ulti- 
mate goal — and no one is ignoring this 
elephant in the tunnel. In 2007, Funghi 
told the Examiner that atunnel to North 
Beach “would lay the groundwork for a fu- 
ture phase three of this project.” This 
month, he wrote in a memo, “given that 
the city has pursued and achieved funding 
approvals to extend the tunnel to Colum- 
bus Avenue, doing so as part of the current 
project would be more cost effective than 
doing so in the future.” 

Boring on ahead to North Beach simply 
because it’s easier to do so with federal 
funding — while “establishing the 
groundwork” for the unstudied and 
unfunded next phase of the Central Subway 
— isa dicey proposition: Looking at the big 
picture, it may even be a good idea to put 
upward of $70 million into a North Beach 
tunnel on the feds’ dime. But it strains 
credulity to couch this — as Muni does — as 
the most expedient way to get $4.4 million 
worth of equipment out of the earth. 

How to spend the feds’ money is not 
an entirely trivial matter. If the Central 
Subway goes over budget, the additional 
dollars will be pried from local sources. 
An audit by the firm CGR Management 
Consultants pegged the likelihood of the 
Central Subway coming in on budget at 
30 percent. 

That report was requested by the Board 
of Supervisors, and delivered to them — in 
2011. They are informed.

ropositions and ordi- 
nances will come and 
go, a politician’s legacy 
of laws can always be 
undone, but buildings tend to 
stick around. So the city’s official 
architect must keep in mind not 
only public interest, but less- 
concrete things like aesthetics, 
or the shadow a proposed build- 
ing might cast. People forget 
about city politics, but an archi- 
tect risks having his name cursed 
twice daily during commutes if 
an unfortunate bit of brick or 
mortar lands on a street corner — 


or if it goes over budget. 

So Edgar Lopez has a lot to keep in 
mind. A 23-year veteran of the Department 
of Public Works, Lopez, who began as a 
draftsman, has wended his way through 
the ranks of government and was recently 
named city architect and deputy director 
for buildings in San Francisco. 

Lopez is taking over at what’s consid- 
ered to be a “crucial” moment in the city’s 
architectural history; bigwig civic build- 
ings are both under construction and hur- 
tling down the pipeline, including the new 
San Francisco General hospital, the $500 
million expansion of Moscone Convention 
Center, and the renovation of the historic 
War Memorial Building. 

Lopez’s new role will also place him at 
the helm of all in-house projects — typically 
smaller, but sometimes more intense than 
large-scale undertakings — as historic reno- 
vations require a surgical attention to detail. 

“With little jewel projects like the Ber- 
nal Heights Library, we have to make sure 
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the quality and attention to design is ap- 
plied at all levels,” says Lopez. “We’re in- 
tense in process. We don’t lose oversight 
that design matters. We meet the building 
objectives, but we do it in a way that pays 
close attention because it contributes to 
the fabric of San Francisco.” 

Lopez believes San Francisco’s archi- 
tecture, topography, and building process 
are unique, and they create a challenging 
environment requiring the organization 
of several infrastructural elements and a 
painstaking appreciation of aesthetic 
context. 
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Taking architectural advantage of San 
Francisco’s renowned hills and sweeping 
views is at the forefront of Lopez’s designs, 
which frame Bay Area vistas whenever 
possible and try not to cast shadows onto 
other buildings. 

“Public buildings are designed to last 
generations; they’re our most important 
institutions and often become iconic,” says 
Lopez. “We say to ourselves, ‘This building 
has to last 100 years, we have to get it 
right.’ It has to be made durable, and it 
can’t be trendy.” 

Lopez cites the San Francisco Airport as

an example of a building that must transcend 
its particular time, be visually arresting but 
not trendy. Since it may be the first (or only) 
interaction a visitor has with the city of San 
Francisco, he says, that initial impression is 
significant. And with more than 35 million 
visitors traversing its gates every year, it’s im- 
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portant that SFO remain “modern and rele- 
vant.” Even as the controversy over what to 
call the thing rages on, the building itself con- 
tinues to present its own message.But San 
Franciscans are known to have opinions 
about all aspects of city design, and, living 
in asmaller city, Lopez says the constitu- 
ents and stakeholders are neighborhood 
groups that are “very much involved” in all 
facets of pending public architecture. 

“It’s a very local, hands-on kind of com- 
munity with high numbers of public meet- 
ings and participation,” he says. “In S.F.,, 
you don’t go ahead and build something 
and then have people react to it.” 


ut does the city benefit more from 
S investing in larger projects or 

smaller ones? Lopez works on both, 
but sees cumulative advantages in two ma- 
jor projects looming large on his radar: the 
new San Francisco General Hospital and 
expansion of the Moscone Convention 
Center. 

The hospital will sit on Potrero Avenue 
between 22nd and 23rd streets on the main 
lawn of the current hospital campus. The 
project’s bond measure, passed through 
Proposition A in November 2008, is slated 
to cost $887 million and be completed by 
2015. DPW will manage 


designers and builders to sit together and 
make sure the beams really are the correct 
length. 

“Having the long view for the project 
comes as a result of the dialogue that takes 
places between the builder and the de- 
signer,” he says. 

Meanwhile, the Moscone Convention 
Center is currently going through a $500 
million expansion because, says Lopez, the 
facility is at capacity and “key clients,” 
including the American Academy of 
Orthopedic Surgeons, are demanding 
more space. 

“Conventions are getting larger and we 
don’t have the space to meet the demands 
of the clients,” says Lopez. If the DPW 
decides not to expand the convention 
center and clients decide to book 
elsewhere, the city would lose a significant 
slice of revenue. “Tourism and concessions 
are a huge economic driver for San 
Francisco.” But it'll take a lot of 
conventions to cover $500 million. 

This may be the part of Lopez’s job 
most subject to controversy — whether the 
city invests in big projects whose benefits 
might trickle down to the local economy 
(fat-walleted orthopedists roaming the 
streets in search of thrills, for example), or 

in more, smaller projects 
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But Lopez is confident there won’t be 
late-stage cost overruns, due to the way the 
project itself is designed. “Part of the suc- 
cess of the project being on time and on 
budget has to do with the project delivery 
approach,” he says. That approach involves 
getting everyone in the room at the outset. 
Rather than designing the hospital, then 
passing it on to contractors who then have 
to troubleshoot the problems that inevitably 
emerge in the construction process, here the 
architects and consultants and contractors 
all collaborate from the outset to, he says, 
“find problems with constructability” — 
technical problems like walls not working 
the way they’re designed, or a beam not be- 
ing long enough when translated from the 
page, head-slappers that add months and 
millions of dollars. 

“All of that collaboration happens early, 
so that when we start construction, a lot of 
that coordination is behind us,” Lopez says. 
“It’s asmart way of building.” One innova- 
tion he notes in the hospital project is wall 
panels that can be removed and replaced to 
allow equipment to be moved around dur- 
ing construction. The advent of more ad- 
vanced modeling tools also allows the 


they’re economic drivers, too. 

And while Lopez says that community 
groups do get “impatient” when they hear 
there’s no funding to initiate capital im- 
provements in their districts, “for the most 
part, they tend to be understanding and 
recognize that the city doesn’t have suffi- 
cient funds to fix all the problems at once.” 

He also urges community groups to 
remember the multi-faceted benefits they 
receive as a result of large events like 
conventions. He makes the trickle-down 
argument: From filling up the city’s 
restaurants and hotels to generating tax 
revenue that funds everything from street 
repairs to arts programs, keeping an eye on 
vital clients’ requests can be a huge boon to 
the community’s fiscal well-being. Major 
projects benefit the local communities. But 
whichever scale he’s working at, there’s 
only so much space, and a lot of toes to 
potentially step on. 

“We have 49 square miles — we’re land- 
bound and small. There’s no more space 
we can grab, so we’re strategic about how 
we do our work.”

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Noise Pop headliner Chaz Bundick 
relocated to the Bay Area and put 
a new fire under his electronic funk.

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haz Bundick is so goddamn chill. 

Ona Friday morning in January, 
the figurehead of the popular indie 
music group Toro y Molis sipping 
coffee on a quiet corner in North 

Berkeley. Bundick has spilled a little liquid 
onto the saucer, so that his cup splashes 
into a tan puddle whenever he sets it down. 
This doesn’t seem to bother him. 

Bundick rode his bike here from the 
nearby home he shares with his girlfriend, 
a doctoral student in environmental 
engineering at Cal. He was maybe a few 
minutes late. He speaks quietly and usually 
softly, and his answers to questions trickle 
out slowly. 

“T think I have to blow my nose,” 
Bundick blurts suddenly, tacking the an- 
nouncement onto a question about his ex- 
perience with school. “T’ll be right back.” 

This behavior begs an important ques- 
tion about Bundick’s personality, as well as 
his music: Is the guy ever not chill? 

This isn’t the first time that question’s 
been asked. In 2010, Bundick’s serene ex- 
pression, slight figure, and Lennonesque 
round eyeglasses came to represent a na- 
scent musical style labeled chillwave. This 
bedroom-brewed soup of synthesizers, elec- 
tronic beats, and reverb hazily recalled ’80s 
R&B and pop, and gave that corner of the In- 
ternet that discusses music a great deal to 
champion, decry, and write blog posts about. 

Bundick’s rise reflected its historical 
moment perfectly: Here, a graphic arts ma- 
jor who studied piano and guitar as a child, 
and played in rock bands through high 
school, started making electronic music 
only after getting his own laptop. His proj- 
ect dovetailed with a new era of hyperactive 
discussion of music on the web, so that 
Bundick didn’t even have to try to make a 
living as a musician to find himself hailed as 


the next big thing. He simply posted some 
songs online (for friends, he says), and the 
bloggers and label heads found him. 

Eighties babies found chillwave a nostal- 
gic echo of the music they heard on parents’ 
car stereos growing up, but not everyone 
deemed it worthwhile. New York Times 
critic Jon Pareles dismissed chillwave as 
“annoyingly noncommittal music, backing 
droopy vocals with impersonal sounds — a 
hedged, hipster imitation of the pop they’re 
not brash enough to make.” Fans rallied to 
its defense, with Brandon Soderberg argu- 
ing in the Village Voice that “chillwave, un- 
like most ’80s-influenced indie trends as of 
late, stares the bloated, oblivious decade 
straight in the eyes, and doesn’t shudder 
when that decade looks back.” Even re- 
spected British critic Simon Reynolds 
championed chillwave’s earnest nostalgia 
in a lengthy essay. 

What supporters of chillwave appreci- 
ated — and what its critics didn’t — was that 
the genre signaled anew mode of history- 
obsessed music-making among post-mil- 
lennial American youth. With the endless 
archive of YouTube, the original ’80s pop 
songs evoking Generation Y’s ever-hazier 
childhood were no longer lost or relegated 
to oldies radio. And with the availability of 
computer production software that turns 
any laptop into a studio — complete with 
synthesizers and drum sequencers that can 
imitate any instrument known to man — the 
new generation had huge new powers to 
emulate whatever sounds they wanted. The 
fact that they chose to emulate the music of 
their childhood was fascinating — and un- 
derscored the point made by Reynolds in 
his controversial 2011 book Retromania: In- 
stead of the future, our culture at large is 
now marked by a preoccupation with the 
recent past. >> 012

NOISE POP 
TURNS DOWN 
THE VOLUME 


hat happened to the Noise Pop 
festival in 2013? 
This is the question of the sea- 


son among music nerds and fans. Last 
year, for its 20th anniversary, San Francis- 
co’s club-based indie music festival 
booked headliners like the Flaming Lips, 
Bob Mould, and Sleigh Bells. Recent line- 
ups have included such major acts as Yo 
La Tengo, Ben Gibbard, and Built to Spill, 
along with plenty of lesser-known artists. 

Not this year. 

The big type on the 2013 Noise Pop 
lineup is reserved for four acts: Toro y Moi 
— who is excellent and musically impor- 
tant but hardly has the draw of, say, the 
Flaming Lips; Starfucker, a run-of-the-mill 
indie-pop band from Portland, Ore.; 
Amon Tobin, an innovative local electronic 
artist who Is only playing a DJ set; and !!!, 
a dance-punk outfit that often airs a thrill- 
ing live show but is a decade past its 
prime. There are still some small, interest- 
ing Noise Pop shows this year, but the 
lack of big headliners is obvious. 

Consequently, chatter among show- 
goers Is full of head-shaking about the 
absence of luster in the lineup. Sam Bar- 
tos, writing for local blog Uptown Alma- 
nac, declared that “Noise Pop is an 
imaginary music festival,” noting the 
“complete deficit of noteworthy headlin- 
ers” and saying the festival is “just a 
week of San Francisco shows” when “any 
given week of shows is good.” And he 
has a point: Noise Pop has struggled in 
recent years (though not last year) to 
stand apart from the normally vast and 
diverse menu of Bay Area concerts dur- 
ing any given week in the spring. 

It should be noted that while enthusi- 
asm for Noise Pop’s lineup may be down 
this year, most of the festival’s shows 
have sold out — so clearly not everyone Is 
as disappointed as the diehards. Still, the 
2013 lineup represents a remarkable 
downsizing, which brings us back to our 
original question: What happened? 

Organizers say they simply wanted to 
hold a smaller festival, after putting on 
such a huge production in 2012. “We 
made a conscious decision this year to 
scale it back a little bit,” says Jordan Kur- 
land, one of the festival’s co-founders. 
“We wanted to get back to our roots.” 
Kurland says that the Noise Pop organi- 
zation is trying to decide how to advance 
the festival in future years, and calmed 
things down in part to give its staff time 
to figure that out. 

That probably isn’t a satisfying answer 
to the music fans wishing for big headlin- 
ers this week. But Noise Pop or not, 
there’s no lack of big shows coming to 
S.F. in the next few months — and there’s 
always next year. I.S.P.

But while most members of the chill- 
wave class of 2010 continued floating inside 
their woozy atmospheres, Bundick made it 
clear that he wasn’t going to keep making 
hypnotic electro-bedroom-pop — or any 
other single kind of music. Through his out- 
put as Toro y Moi and his dance-focused 
side project, Les Sins, Bundick showed 
himself to be the rare musician capable of 
hopping from one musical style and era to 
the next, convincingly, and with character- 
istic chillness. 

In 2011, Bundick made his biggest hop 
yet: He moved from his native South Caro- 
lina to Berkeley, accompanying his longtime 
girlfriend as she entered graduate school. It 
was in Berkeley — away from friends and 
family, amid the threat of earthquakes and 
the pressures of his girlfriend’s studies — 
that Bundick wrote and recorded his third 
album as Toro y Moi. Anything in Return, 
which came out last month, shortens the cy- 
cle of nostalgia from two decades to one: It’s 
the 26-year-old’s take on post-millennial 
hip-hop, pop, and R&B; the Toro y Moi syn- 
thesis of producers like Kanye West, J. Dilla, 
and Just Blaze, plus a little Justin Bieber, too. 

Anything in Return is also the finest Toro 
y Moi album yet. That’s partly because this 
set of songs, more than any of Bundick’s 
other recent output, begins to reveal that its 
maker — the plainly dressed prince of chill- 
wave, the laconic young lord of the laptop, 
the bike-riding Berkeley resident and 
runny-nose announcer — maybe isn’t so 


chill after all.

bia, S.C., Chaz Bundick found himself 

consumed with fear. The subject of his 
fright was sensible: To outsiders, California 
is notorious for its earthquakes. “I was like, 
‘This is crazy, everyone’s predicting this 
devastating earthquake that’s going to kill 
everyone,” he recalls. “We felt five in the 
first two weeks, little tremors. That really 
hyped me up.” 

So in his new, seismically risky home 
studio, Bundick wrote a song about that 
fear called “High Living” — a smoky, funky 
slow-jam whose lyrics read like a plea for 
survival: “You and me/ Can be what we 
want to be/ Don’t you let/ This come fall- 
ing down on me,” he moans, reminding us 
that “the big one’s coming.” 

“High Living” scoots along at a dazed 
pace, its towering drumbeat flecked with 
jazzy guitar and warm electric piano 
chords. Like a lot of Anything in Return, it 
sounds subdued — but it’s really just subtle. 
Chillwave may have come to symbolize 
nostalgia, mellowness, and a preference for 
boundless summer afternoons, but the feel- 
ings in Toro y Moi’s music these days are 
much more tangible. Read the lyrics to the 
songs on Anything in Return, and you'll find 
that they’re about fear, desire, uncertainty, 
love, and conflict. In other words, the same 
subjects that dominate most pop music. 


A fter moving to Berkeley from Colum- 


Bundick wanted his third album to 
sound more direct as well. Before record- 
ing last year at Different Fur Studios in San 
Francisco’s Mission District, he sent engi- 
neer and producer Patrick Brown a playlist 
of songs he wanted to emulate. The list in- 
cluded tracks from noted R&B producer 
The-Dream, Kanye West, and Drake, but 
also Krautrock legends Can and French 
troubadour Serge Gainsbourg. “He made a 
point of saying, ‘I want everything to be 
more clear, I want it to be nicer-sounding 
than on the laptop,’” Brown says. “He 
wanted it to hit like a hip-hop album.” 

And it did. Despite its heft in the low end, 
though, other parts of Anything in Return re- 
call the drowsiness that critics blasted in 
2010-era chillwave. A large part of that feel- 
ing comes from the fact that Bundick is sim- 
ply a weak singer. He mewls and moans and 
half-whispers rather than belting anything 
out, which makes him seem calm about any 
subject, even fear of death. His vocals on 
Anything in Return are louder than any on 
his previous records; they’re very smooth, 
but also very thin. Even when chirping what 
should be a heated, emotional refrain (“she 
knows/ I’mabe her boy forever”), he sounds 
oddly halfhearted. 

Bundick may be a pretender to the 
role of the flirtatious frontman, but he at 
least knows it. “I don’t see myself as that 
R&B character that the album turned 
out to be,” he says, calling Anything in 
Return an “experiment.” “It was just, like, 
for fun.” 

Just for fun? An experiment? Is Bundick 
admitting that the entire premise of his 
new album — a year and a half of work so 
far, plus another year or two touring — was 
basically a lark? 

Well, yes. And that’s key to understand- 
ing where Bundick is coming from, the 
source of his inherent chillness: He’s not 
a tortured soul who needs to bleed his 
feelings out to the world. He is also not 
nervous or confused, even if he does 
awkwardly announce his corporeal needs. 
He’s a skilled technician, a professional 
artist who constantly soaks up sounds 
and feelings from his surroundings. He’s 
the proverbial kid playing in the sandbox. 
The sandbox just happens to be a laptop, 
and what Chaz Bundick is playing with just 
depends on the style and era of music he’s 
into at the moment. 


music isn’t really deliberate so much 

as a consequence of the way he writes: 
at home, with a computer, making music 
quickly on his own. There aren't, like, blar- 
ing guitar riffs or hammering drum beats to 
get Bundick amped up. Even while record- 
ing final versions of the Anything in Return 
songs at Different Fur Studios, he played all 
the instruments himself. 

It’s back there at Different Fur, ona 
January evening, where Bundick and his 
music are at their most un-chill. He’s come 
with his live band to record a performance 
video for the website Yours Truly. The 
song they’re playing is, appropriately, 
“High Living.” 

And bolstered by the energy of a full 
band, it turns out to be fucking incredible. 

Although the recorded version is one of 


A s Bundick tells it, the chillness of his 


the best cuts on Anything in Return, its vibe 
is characteristically mellow — you don’t re- 
ally get a sense that it’s about someone be- 
ing scared out of his mind by the possibility 
of anatural disaster. During this session at 
Different Fur, though, Bundick and the 
band remake “High Living” into a psyche- 
delic jazz-funk jam. With Andy Woodward 
on a full drum kit and a few percussionists 
helping out, the groove has a hyperactive 
backbone, rather than a passive one. Jor- 
dan Blackmon’s effects-saturated electric 
guitar sits higher up in the mix, contribut- 
ing a new, cosmic brightness. Patrick Jef- 
fords’ bass is basically driving every other 
instrument around, underscoring an ur- 
gency in the chorus that was only vaguely 
suggested before. 

Bundick is wearing a pointy gray beanie 
high on his head, which kind of makes him 
look like a garden gnome. (Fact: He is not 
tall.) He’s playing both a vintage Rhodes 
electronic piano and a keyboard, and he’s 
straining so much to sing the high notes 
that it’s clear he recorded this song with 
the help of Auto-Tune. 


pop to glowing ’80s nostalgia. Like Ariel 
Pink, the spiritual father of chillwave, Chaz 
Bundick is a savant of retromania. 


all accounts a relaxed and mild-man- 

nered fellow. He will tell you when he 
has to blow his nose. But he is not remote. 
“He’s very professional, and his inherent 
mellowness comes across well for that,” 
Brown says. “But he definitely has his mo- 
ments of making a dick joke in the middle 
of the studio.” 

Todd Hyman, owner of Carpark Re- 
cords, Toro y Moi’s label, attributes 
Bundick’s calm constitution to his native 
environs. “He’s a pretty laid-back guy — I 
think growing up in the South usually helps 
that kind of attitude,” Hyman says. “A lot of 
artists, they’ll have managers and lawyers 
and you have to go through all these other 
people. It’s not like that with Chaz — I can 
just call him or e-mail him anytime.” 

Bundick gives a similar impression over 
coffee, though it’s clear from the start that 
he’s extremely serious about his music. 


f s an artist and a person, Bundick is by

Even with the limitations of Bundick’s 
voice laid bare, the collective energy in the 
room animates the music, bringing it 
closer to how the group sounds in con- 
certs. There’s a new vivacity, an exciting 
hint of tension. It turns out that the robotic 
energy of pulsing beats can’t replace the 
vibes steaming off a bunch of human musi- 
cians playing together in a small room. 

Bundick also felt the new magic that 
went into “High Living” that evening. He 
brings it up the next day in Berkeley. “After 
last night I was like, ‘Dang, this is so cool, 
all these people in the studio together,” he 
gushes. “That’s what I like the most, is try- 
ing to capture that one good take ... finding 
that vibe. When you just work in the [com- 
puter] program, it takes away that chance 
of capturing mess-ups, happy mistakes.” 
(Bundick isn’t new to the mysterious al- 
chemy of a live band, or its usefulness in 
making music that is dynamic and aggres- 
sive: He recorded his second Toro y Moi 
album, the rep-solidifying and very laid- 
back Underneath the Pine, with a group in 
the studio.) 

Lots of older Toro y Moi material 
consists of psych-rock experiments and 
indie pop, music that would never have 
encouraged overcaffeinated bloggers to 
label Bundick “chillwave.” But there’s 
something remarkably unflappable about 
all of his work, about the way he casually 
steps from one style and period to another, 
from searing guitars to aquamarine 
electronic textures, from tambourine 60s 


He’s serious about other things, too. Asked 
if he ever questions his entitlement to ex- 
plore genres like R&B and hip-hop, where 
his indie-rock background would’ve once 
made him an outsider, Bundick offers a 
classically post-millenial response. “As 
long as you know the history of that genre, 
I think you’re entitled to make music,” 

he says. 

Good pop songs convey a strong feeling. 
Chillness is the opposite of a strong feel- 
ing, and for that reason, it’s not an interest- 
ing enough emotional foundation to 
sustain a musical career. Chaz Bundick 
gets this. He is acutely aware of the relaxed 
character of even Toro y Moi’s most ear- 
nest songs, and says he plans on counter- 
ing it on his next album. When asked, 
jokingly, if he plans on making a psyche- 
delic rock record now that he lives in 
the Bay Area, he says, in all seriousness 
and without missing a beat, “Yeah, that’s 
probably next.” 

Does Bundick ever get tired of the 
decidedly relaxed atmospheres of his 
sound? “That’s been on my mind,” he 
admits. “I want to break out. I recently 
bought a distortion pedal.”

exactly good news. It may be naive to 
expect a documentary to undo decades of 
institutionalized barbarity overnight, but 
in a perfect world, right would prevail 
pretty damn quickly. Our world is a few 
clicks short of perfect, as Debbie Peagler 
learned long before doing 26 years of hard 
time for her alleged involvement in the 
murder of her horrifically abusive 
boyfriend-turned-pimp. Crime After Crime 
documents the case that put Peagler 
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Slumdog Millionaire 

Disney’s animated version of the story of Alad- 
din had a lot going on. There were the Broad- 
way-worthy songs, Robin Williams hamming it 
up as the voice of the genie, and let’s not for- 
get Princess Jasmine’s belly-baring harem 
pants ensemble. Do you know what that story 
was missing, though? Over-the-top Bollywood 
dance sequences. Bay Area theater company 
Solskrit rectifies this oversight with its latest 
production, “Genie: A Touch of Magic.” It relo- 
cates the action from the Chinese town of the 
original story in The Book of the Thousand and 
One Nights to the slums of Mumbai but retain 
the fantastical elements commonly associated 
with the folktale. Solskrit’s Aladdin starts out a 
penniless orohan but soon enough goes 


through a genie-enabled transformation into a 
somebody who’s somebody. But you know 
what they say about not being able to put the 
genie back in the lamp. It wouldn’t be a true 
Bollywood adaptation without some serious 
melodrama, and of course all of the action on- 
stage is supplemented by those aforemen- 
tioned dance sequences. Considering the cast 
is over 60 actors and dancers strong, these are 
not subdued numbers. We suspect you might 
find yourself practicing your own post-show 
dance moves in front of a mirror at home. 
Whether you do it in a Princess Jasmine cos- 
tume is your own concern.

The 
exhibition “Permutation Unfolding” brings 
together a group of artists who allow acci- 
dents to lead them to revelations and focus 
on the biological shapes that often result. 
Sandra Ono starts with the most utilitarian 
of materials (rubber bands, dental floss, 
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Amanda Klimek’s 
Gorge 





nail polish) but transforms them into won- 
derfully eerie sculptures that look like they 
could have crawled up onto their plinths 
all on their own. Peter Foucault’s Embryo 
ink drawing appears similarly organic with 
hundreds of lines forming into an urchin- 
like creature that was created with the 
help of an audience and sound-activated 
robots. Meanwhile Tobias Tovera relin- 
quishes some control to chemical reac- 
tions themselves, dissolving iron and 
adding pigment until the shapes that re- 
solve look like they are straight out of one 
of those exploding supernovae. These art- 
ists don’t fear accidents and instead use 
them to mesmerizing effect.

The Great Awakening 


Annie Danger’s /he Great Church of the Holy Fuck rouses and arouses.

nnie Danger isn’t officially 
running for Pope, at least not 
yet, but the performing artist 
might win a sizable share of 
the electorate (whoever they 
are) here in S.F. Originally from Albuquerque, 
N.M., Danger has been doing queer perfor- 
mance in the Bay Area since moving here in 
1999. Part artist, part activist, she often per- 
forms with the National Queer Arts Festival 
and the Sex Workers’ Film and Art Festival. 
This weekend, her The Great Church of the 
Holy Fuck, which premiered in a different 
version at SOMArts’ This Is What I Want fes- 
tival in 2011, once again offers the sacrament 
to believers and heathens alike at Counter- 
PULSE. The show is, as she puts it, “a fake/ 
not-fake Mass about what it’s like to have a 
body that we don’t feel good about.” We 
spoke to Danger about her ethics as a per- 
former, the spiritual journey she leads, and 
whether the Bay Area needs more discus- 
sions about sex. 





How did your project get started? 

This Is What I Want asked me to perform, 
and at first I was like, “Queers talking about 
the sex that they want? Boring! Queers talk 
about that all the time.” But then I asked my- 
self, “What do I want?” and I thought, “I 
want people to feel better.” 


Feel better about what? 

I don’t know any person who, in the course of 
a lifetime, doesn’t have some trauma associ- 
ated with sex. We all hate our bodies, and 
that’s rough. 


But in a city with the Folsom Street Fair, do 
we really need more comfort with and 
dialogue about sex?

I thought that too. But in queer scenes, there’s 
this really sloppy ethic that’s like, “We’re re- 
ally high and fucking all the time!” but those 
scenes are cliquish and damaging. I want 
healing and accepting. I want to make work 
that benefits audiences, artists, and causes. 


Your work, it should be said, is also hilarious. 
I see art as a communication tool and hu- 
mor as a communication tool. I try to finda 
hybrid between those ethics of mine and 
[creating] a good time for everyone. But I 
don’t think those are at odds, really. 


Where did your morals as a performer come 
from? 

I got really into punk from age 11... really into 
the ethics and politics of that movement. 
Even now I have strong feelings against art 
that’s like therapy, that’s just for the artist. 


Tell us about your choice to stage your show 
as a Mass — or as you Call it, a “heft.” 

It’s not acomment on Catholicism. I see sex 
as pure church. I’m really interested in my 
audience’s experience. I’m not trying to 
“convince” anyone of anything; I want to 
collaborate with my audience. 


That must be tricky when audience members 
approach your work with different attitudes. 
People [in the Bay Area] are really cynical, 
and they show up with a certain amount of 
doubt, but I do my best to get them involved, 
and they’ll find themselves more willing. 
There’s space for the audience to feel what- 
ever they want. I start off light and funny 
and build trust in that way. I ask a lot of my 
audience, so first I ask them to play with me. 
I make it fun so that audiences feel cozy and 
engaged. There’s something funny — and 
then something weird. A thing I say about 
my work is, “The joke is it’s not a joke.” 





Annie Danger preaches the gospel of the 
body and its often-uncomfortable urges. 


Your piece features many of the elements of 

a traditional Mass — prayers, a hymn (with 
original music by Noelle Duncan), anda 
sacrament. What kind of journey will your 
audience embark on? 

At acertain point, a gripping, sadder 

emotion comes up. I’ve pulled the audience 
out of their bodies, and then there’s a ground- 
ing moment in the body: What’s 

going on in there? Then there’s a commin- 
gling, a sharing, an exchange. I take a burden 
from you and give you something better in re- 
turn. We're really playing with the edge of 
emotional safety; there are private moments 
but also public moments. And then there’s a 
release moment together, and then donuts 
and coffee afterward — because it’s church! 


Your spiritual leader persona is Rev. Dr. 
Andrea Maybelline Danger. What’s she like? 
A mix of a Baptist preacher, Rev. Lovejoy 
from The Simpsons, and Carl Sagan. 


You have a commanding presence anda 
melodious, soothing voice. What else does it 
take to preach the good word? 

It takes a lot of respect for your congregation 
and an understanding of where they are 
emotionally and where they’re willing to go. 
It takes thoughtfulness to ethically take them 
to the places you want them to go. 


Would you ever consider running for Pope? 
I’m not looking for disciples. I want people to 
be disciples of themselves.

ike baseball movies, election 
movies tend to get binary and 
boring. Here comes that final 
pitch, and it’ll be a grand slam or 
a strikeout, and either way our 
hearts will ache, right? Not always, thank- 
fully. Revisiting the 1988 plebiscite by which 
Chile shook off a terrible dictatorship, direc- 
tor Pablo Larrain’s film nicely subdues feel- 
good instincts in favor of nuanced, stoic 
insight. It depicts the surreally historic mo- 
ment when international pressure forced a 
referendum on the Pinochet regime, and pro 
and con campaigns sprang up to duke it out 
on Chilean TV. Gael Garcia Bernal stars asa 
hotshot ad exec who takes charge of the 
risky bid to rally fellow citizens against eight 
more years of official brutality. Told he 
needs an anthem, he shrewdly insists ona 
jingle instead — “Chile, happiness is com- 
ing!” — and the battle for freedom takes 
shape as a contest between callow, too-chip- 
per “advertising language” and duplicitous, 
fear-mongering propaganda. Larrain makes 
great use of Garcia Bernal’s watchful, wor- 
ried eyes; the stakes rise steadily but remain 
intimate within the understated dynamics 
of our hero’s estrangement from his young 
son’s mother. More daringly, the whole 
movie was shot on U-matic video, for that

visually parched, late-’80s look. Dipping 
freely in and out of archival footage to estab- 
lish a repressive context, it is an ugly sight. 
But then, this was an ugly time. With the TV 
imagery and the jean jackets looking equally 
washed out, Larrain’s aesthetic cleverly en- 
lists the audience in yearning for a more 
beautiful future. It also illuminates a moral 
intelligence that’s rare among retrospective 
election movies: something beyond just 
black and white.

his latest Participant Media 
agitprop should be easy for us 
food-utopians to swallow: It’s 
about how messed up it is that 
the rest of the country can’t eat 


many great shorts by Bay Area filmmakers. 
Founded in 2007, Scary Cow is a co-op 
dedicated to strengthening the local 
filmmaking community by helping people to 
actually make films, providing varying 
degrees of budgets, crews, and motivation. 
Part of that motivation comes from the fact 


that programs of new short films are screened 


at the Castro three times a year, making this 


Scary Cow’s 19th festival in its six-year history. 


Fourteen films are screening this time: 10 in 
Phase 1 (made without a Scary Cow-provided 
budget), and four in Phase 2 (made witha 
provided budget). Audience members vote 
for their favorite films in each category, and 
the producers of the most popular Phase 1

as well as we do. Yes, even as we load our 
larders with fussily sourced organics and 
calibrate our special menus for boutique 
allergen avoidance, more than a few 
American families must scramble in search 
of anext meal whose only certainty is 
negative nutritional value. Directors Kristi 
Jacobson and Lori Silverbush want their 
film to counteract a national epidemic of 
food insecurity, and maybe it can, although 
not by reinventing the documentary 
wheel. With the requisite animated 
infographics shepherding us through a 
brisk primer on farm policy and USDA 
history, we learn how an ill-managed 
agribusiness boom has compromised the 
availability and affordability of healthy 
sustenance. We learn the consequences of 
that compromise by meeting poor hungry 
folks in Mississippi, Pennsylvania, and 
Colorado. Also there are experts, and 
concerned, persuasive famous people: Top 
Chef ballbuster Tom Colicchio challenges 
his show’s contestants to work with 
emaciated school-lunch budgets, then has 
a word about budgets with Congress, too; 
hunger-awareness activist Jeff Bridges, 
with typical Dude-ish serenity, 
underscores the point that nowadays food 
banks just aren’t cutting it. “We don’t fund 
our Department of Defense through 
charity, you know?” Well, that is true. The 
film takes care to make fresh vegetables 
look more appealing than Funyuns, but the 
real problem, its makers understand, is 
making them more accessible. J.k.

The Jeffrey Dahmer Files It’s been 22 years since the 
cops found all those murdered, molested, cut-up 
corpses ina factory worker’s tiny Milwaukee apart- 
ment. Does this particular serial killer still hold much 
fascination for America? Does he for filmmaker 
Chris James Thompson? Hard to say, with only The 
Jeffrey Dahmer Files to go on. Thompson’s reticently 
experimental documentary seems fixed on the 
banality-of-evil angle, and apparently unconcerned 
with one ironic consequence of its presentation: 
the evil of banality. The scenes Thompson elects 
to stage are deliberately quotidian and at best 
only vaguely depraved, as when the flat-affect 
killer acquires his body-disposal barrel and lugs it 
awkwardly onto a city bus, or just sits alone on his 
couch, beer in hand, staring off into space. These 
could be Coen brothers moments, had they more 
dramatic shape, but at least Thompson seems on 
guard against trivialization. Dutifully, he also gath- 
ers testimony. The medical examiner explains how, 
for want of “a docile sex partner,” Dahmer drilled 
ahole ina living person’s head. The lead detective 
recounts lending his son’s clothes to the killer for a 
court appearance. A dismayed neighbor says she 
cried when everyone else later cheered the news of 
Dahmer’s death. Otherwise, Thompson relies on us 
to catalyze his chronicle and fill in its blanks with our 
own queasy retrospective awareness. That may be 
prudent givenso much pre-existing Dahmer media 
lore, but this film still feels abbreviated, as if glumly 
aware of how little insight it really has to add. (J.K.) 

Lore Drawn from Rachel Seiffert’s book The Dark 
Room, director Cate Shortland’s Lore is the story 
of a German girl (Saskia Rosendahl) who has the 
bad luck of being the 12-year-old daughter of anSS 
Officer at the end of World War Il. Raised to believe 
that Hitler is good and Jewish people are bad, Lore’s 
luck doesn’t improve as she sets off on foot with her 
newly orphaned siblings to their grandmother’s 
house in Hamburg. They traverse a rural Germany 
littered with corpses — a source of supplies for Lore 
and of food for the flies, who are having avery good 
year — as well as survivors coming to grips with 
the atrocities committed in their name, mostly by 
denying they happened. Accompanying Lore and 
her siblings is Thomas (Kai Malina), a Jewish boy 
with the haunted look of a character in an Andrei 
Tarkovsky film — and indeed, the lush, haunted 
Germany of the beautifully shot Lore is reminiscent 
of The Zone in Tarkovsky’s pastoral sci-fi Stalker. But 
the evil that occurred in Lore’s world was very real, 
and her own struggle to maintain her sanity in the 
aftermath may prove to be as futile as the war her 
country waged. (S.C.)

56 Up Here’s the eighth installment of the extraordinary 
long-game documentary with which filmmaker 
Michael Apted has checked in on a diverse group 
of British citizens every seven years since they 
were kids in 1964. We needn’t be scholars of a 
class-stratified former empire to enjoy it, merely 
alert to the ominous and soul-stirring privilege of 
beholding how quickly other people’s lives, and 
our own, fly by. Thus “a glimpse of Britain’s future” 
becomes a survey of its recent past, most notably 
the global recession, which seems to have affected 
... Well, nearly everybody. It’s a survey of evolving 
movie formats — from black-and-white to color, 
from grainy filmstock to crisp digital video — but 
the project is also increasingly a burden for its 
participants. At 49 Suzy said she’d stop, but here she 
is again, feeling loyal even though she hates it: “It’s 
like reading a bad book; I'll still see it through.” And 
here’s Peter, who'd dropped out after some political 
complaints in 28 Up left him buried in hate mail, 
finally feeling better in his own skin. Ever in flux, 





the others have gone on accumulating vocational 
or matrimonial failures, but also successes and 
fulfillments, like grandchildren. Apted keeps his 
material well organized, his questions frank, and 
his pacing brisk. Inhis hands, what might otherwise 
seem cruel — getting all these plans and dreams 
on the record, then returning over and over for an 
accountability review — counts instead toward a 
grand human affirmation. (J.K.) 


Beautiful Creatures This must be a great time to 


be an author of supernatural young adult novels, 
particularly if your books have been around long 
enough for the film adaptations to fill the post- 
Twilight void. This is not to say that writer-director 
Richard LaGravenese’s Beautiful Creatures, based 
on the book by Kami Garcia and Margaret Stohl, 
can be entirely written off as a cash-in. Its story of 
star-crossed lovers — new girl Lena (Alice Englert) 
is magical, and local boy Ethan (Alden Ehrenreich) 
is not — is as old as the hills, but it’s slathered 
in tasty Southern Gothic melodrama. Beautiful 
Creatures embraces its inherent pulpiness in a way 
the mannered 7wilight films never did, and villain 
Emma Thompson clearly relishes chewing all the 
scenery in sight. The movie also takes great pains 
to establish the literacy of its young protagonists: 
Ethan is a fan of William S. Burroughs, Henry Miller, 
and especially Kurt Vonnegut — plus Ayn Rand’s The 
Fountainhead, last referenced in /dentity Thief, pops 
up yet again — while Lena has a taste for Charles 
Bukowski. Beautiful Creatures even has the temerity 
to explicitly acknowledge its parallels with 7o Kill 
a Mockingbird. \f you’re going to pay homage, you 
might as well pay homage to the best. (S.C.) 


Bless Me, Ultima Why is there evil in the world? 


It’s a question that’s asked at the beginning of 
Carl Franklin’s Bless Me, Ultima, and the fact that 
it cannot be satisfactorily answered is one of the 
film’s primary themes. Based on the 1972 Rudulfo 
Anaya novel, it tells the story of a Chicano boy named 
Antonio (Luke Ganalon) in late 1940s New Mexico, 
and his relationship with his grandmother, Ultima 
(Miriam Colon). The townsfolk consider Ultima to 
be a witch, and they’re not necessarily wrong. But 
is it such a bad thing? Anaya’s novel is frequently 
banned — as recently as 2009 in California, sadly 
enough — and Franklin’s excellent, magical-realist 
adaption doesn’t pull its punches, depicting a world 
in which curses work, the Christian God is every bit 
as silent as in a Bergman film (and His priests see 
no irony in mock-crucifying atheist children), real 
magic comes from unconditional love, and small 
children repeatedly say “bullshit!” just because 
they can. Ultimately, Bless Me, Ultima is a story of 
a boy coming to realize that the only real evil is a 
lack of sympathy for all life, and that God doesn’t 
have to enter the equation at all. If that makes Bless 
Me, Ultima dangerous, it also makes it vital. (S.C.) 


AGood Day to Die Hard Here we find Bruce Willis at 


the outermost frontier of nonchalance, between 
action hero without fear and movie star without 
interest. Like all those bad guys and bullets, the 
paychecks just keep coming at him. As NYPD bruiser 
John McClane (for the fifth time), Willis gets back to 
the basic Die Hard business of traveling thousands 
of miles to blow away scumbags and reconcile 
family strife. The place is Russia, and the strife 
involves his estranged son Jack (Jai Courtney), a 
scowling meat-stick who, perhaps to avoid the 
McClane family tradition of being taken hostage, 
now works in the field of “spy shit.” John’s arrival 
would seem to throw a wrench in Jack’s operation 
— something about wayward WMDs, with heavy 
trucks marauding mass-destructively through 
traffic-clogged Moscow highways, and heavy 
Safes being cracked in Chernobyl — but in fact it 
affords the senior McClane a chance to school this 
headstrong young buck with his detective’s knack 
for sniffing out rotten situations. Father-son bonding 
ensues, and their breakthrough is quite literal, abet- 
ted by slow-motion mutual leaps through a blizzard 
of high-caliber tracer rounds and shattered glass. 
Everything else is boring and sluggish, no matter 
that the score keeps telling us we’re in suspense. If 
writer Skip Woods and director John Moore deserve 
credit for their contribution to this franchise, it’s only 
for supplying a good way to die off. (J.K.) 


Happy People: A Year in the Taiga So this is Wer- 


ner Herzog phoning it in: cutting down another 
director’s film from four hours to one-and-a-half, 
ruminating on the imagery at hand, and slapping 
on his own trademark mad-Teuton narration. Not 
that we’re complaining. Director Dmitry Vasyukov’s 


original project, anature documentary for Russian 
TV, did the legwork of dwelling at lengthinaremote 
Siberian village of some 300 souls who, says Herzog,

of nature.” With the seasons imposing a narrative, 
Herzog’s voiceover imposes a theme, idealizing the 
pre-modern purity of the villagers’ survivalism. This 
suits the innately cinematic pleasure of watching 
resourceful people make stuff from scratch amid 
stunning scenery. One wizened trapper, habitu- 
ated to wintering within his allotted 1,500 square 
kilometers with only a dog for company, speaks 
sensibly of centuries-old skills, and what this man 
can do with just a hatchet certainly entitles him to 
the occasional use of chainsaw or snowmobile. 
In rare moments of repose he looks like a cover 
portrait on the paperback of some great Russian 
novel, reminding us that what we’re seeing here 
is a very deep culture indeed. Self-reliance is of 
its essence, but it doesn’t hurt to appreciate the 
cooperation — Vasyukov’s visitation plus Herzog’s 
meditation — by whichits chroniclers have shared 
it with the rest of us. (J.K.) 

One Life Life may be nasty, brutish, and short, but it 
also looks fantastic when photographed in high 
definition for Michael Gunton and Martha Holmes’s 
documentary One Life. Narrator Daniel Craig says 
there are “5 million different species” and “5 mil- 
lion different ways of staying alive,” though One 
Life narrows its scope to life in about two dozen 
locations, including seals in Antarctica, silverback 
gorillas in Kenya, and even a Canadian octopus 
and a Venus Flytrap in North Carolina. Each has its 
own mini-arc, often about giving birth, evading 
predators, finding food, or, frequently, all three at 
the same time. Some of it is genuinely thrilling, such 
as a Cliffside chase between a fox and an ibex kid. 
Shot from a distance in long takes, there’s a sense 
of nature being observed without interference, 
giving it an urgency which is lacking in a close-up 
chase scene between ashrew anda monitor lizard. 
They’re very small animals, of course, necessitating 
getting up close and personal with the camera, but 
it’s edited like an action movie, and doesn’t have 
the same visceral impact as a long shot of cheetahs 
ambushing an ostrich. There’s a lot of death in One 
Life, but it makes the ability to survive all the more 
remarkable. (S.C.)

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March of the Little Plates 


The new multi-course meals at Roxy’s are 
Intriguing, but overambitious.

here’s been a lot of chatter on 
the Internet lately about the so- 
called “tyranny of tasting 
menus,” and whether the elab- 
orate multi-course meals area 
pleasure or a burden for the diner. I’m of 
the opinion that it largely depends on the 
restaurant: I’ve experienced a few such din- 
ners that brought me to a nearly drugged 
state of ecstasy; I’ve also spent too many 
evenings counting the courses until I could 
go home. 

The 10-course prix fixe meal at Roxy’s 
Cafe, the new home of chef Manny Torres 
Gimenez, reminded me of both the good and 
bad of the tasting menu form. There were 
glimmers of something interesting going on 
— most notably in his Latin American-influ- 
enced pastas — but it never fully material- 
ized. When a chef is at the height of his 
talent and powers, his tasting menu is like a 
musical movement, all the disparate ele- 
ments coming together to tell one soaring 
story. Gimenez strikes me as an ambitious 
young chef just warming up his instrument. 

Gimenez is not a new student of tasting 
menus. He’s known locally for his four- 
course, $20 menu at Mr. Pollo, which he ac- 
rimoniously parted from last December, 
after which he took up residence a few 
doors down at Roxy’s Cafe. He started do- 
ing four-course pasta pop-ups at night, then 
graduated to four- and 10-course menus at 
lunch and dinner highlighting his Venezue- 
lan upbringing, with elements from French, 
Italian, and Japanese cuisines thrown in. 

The high point of the meal is still the 
handmade pastas. They are European in

provenance but most are strikingly made 
over with South American ingredients. I 
loved the Andean gnocchi, little pillows of 
yucca (instead of the traditional potato) 
that dissolved in your mouth like cotton 
candy, topped with tender sauteed wild 
mushrooms and fresh, nutty shaved Oregon 
white truffle. 

Another compelling tweak on an Italian 
classic was Gimenez’s take on carbonara: 
linguine-like sweet plantain noodles paired 
with Mexican chorizo and an egg sauce, 
with a dollop of light and lemony egg foam 
next to it that had the consistency of 
whipped cream. The richness of the dish 
was insane but the portion wasn’t, and the 
chewy cured sausage played off the soft, 
yielding pasta in every bite. 

I wanted to see more of his fusion inge- 
nuity in the butternut zlikrofi — ravioli-like 
squash pillows set atop a pool of sage brown 
butter and garnished with pancetta. The 
dish was well composed, even if the pasta 
was a touch too al dente, but it’s a flavor 
combination that’s become almost as pre- 
dictable as marinara and meatballs. 

It might have been easier to forgive a 
lack of creativity if the atmosphere had 
more to offer. Roxy’s was formerly a fro-yo/ 
smoothie/coffeeshop and not much has 
changed since Gimenez took over; the room 
feels more like atemporary stop-in than a 
place you want to spend a few hours. The 
silverware is mismatched and well-used. 
The service can be awkward. Some of the 
brightly colored serveware is chipped. 
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On one hand, this is San Francisco, 
where critically lauded restaurants pop 
up in the unlikeliest of places, and the lack 
of pomposity around the meal is 
refreshing. On the other, the 10-course 
meal at Roxy’s costs $75, which is a deal in 
one sense (Michael Mina’s tasting menu is 
$245, for example) but asplurge in the 
world most of us live in. Paying that much 
for a single meal, I want to be impressed 
with every course. 

And many of the appetizer courses 
weren’t especially affecting. To start, a Ku- 
mamoto oyster was laden with ginger and 
pickled onions on a bed of seaweed salad — 
a nice palate-whetter, but no new territory. 
Creamy sea urchin was served with 
poached cauliflower, a spicy tomato water, 
and a dusting of fish eggs and finger lime — 
the highlight was the uni, and the rest of the 
dish conspired to mask its flavor instead of 
elevating it. Then was an elaborate crab 
hand-roll with chile-garlic mayo that re- 
minded me of mediocre Americanized su- 
shi. It went on. 

But a few things showed promise. 

The soup that day was a thick arugula-po- 
tato slurry whose woodsy, sour, spicy taste 
built as you ate more of it. The plate of des- 
serts was a success: a passionfruit purée 
that was almost — but not quite — too tart 
to eat, paired with a fragrant lavender- 
rose-petal-lemongrass ice cream and a 
cheese arepa.

Throughout the meal, Gimenez’s 
classical training shone through; before Mr. 
Pollo, he worked in kitchens like SPQR, 
Quince, and Coi. At Roxy’s, he’s working in 
a narrow, exposed kitchen with a few 
induction burners and without a proper 
range — putting out four-star cuisine is 
difficult, if not impossible, under those 
conditions, especially when you’re ona 
bootstrapped budget. 

And it’s not that diners aren’t willing to 
pay for interesting mistakes. I think about a 
chicken lasagna bizarrely topped with 
buttered popcorn I had a few months back 
at Rich Table (which has an $80 tasting 
menu as well as ala carte), or arubbery 
smoked octopus and pickled turnip dish at 
a recent Liholiho Yacht Club pop-up ($55 
for 13 dishes) — the difference being that 
both those meals were otherwise flawless, 
and even the missteps gave me insight into 
the soul of the chef behind it. Gimenez is 
undoubtedly talented and onto something 
with his South America/Italian fusion, but 
in this case his ambition might have 
exceeded his ability to execute.

S.F.’s New Nano- 
Brewery is 
Members-Only

hile SF Beer Week stumbled to a 
close, a new, unique brewery 
opened its doors. 


Nick Armstrong, a biotech fermentation re- 
searcher and longtime home-brewer, joined 
forces with Pat Hinterberger to start Arm- 
strong Brewing Co. almost two years ago. Ever 
since, the two have been slowly expanding 
from a humble, 3-gallon setup to their new 
900-square-foot facility where they brew 60 
gallons at a time. 

There are plenty of small-batch producers 
around, but Armstrong and Hinterberger offer a 
unique take on the industry. While there will al- 
ways be beer flowing at the tasting room and 
brewery in South San Francisco, the business Is

truly catered to their Barrel Club Members. 

“What we wanted to do was have a side of 
the business that was much like a boutique 
vineyard,” says Armstrong. “We want to be 
able to cater to a specific group of people. The 
model is already there, we’re just doing it with 
beer.” With an entry-level membership begin- 
ning at just $30 a year, there is a smaller barrier 
to entry than typically found at a winery or 
other “mug clubs.” 

Armstrong Is producing extremely limited 
series, one barrel at a time. Currently, the choc- 
olate cherry stout is on tap to be released next 
month, but the future will bring a rye whiskey 
porter in July, as well as a traditional lambic in 
May 2014. Once membership grows, the plan is 
to yield two or three varieties at a time, provid- 
ing different flavors to the members first, and 
the general public thereafter. 

Armstrong’s and Hinterberger’s offerings 
generally eschew the traditionally California 
hop-heavy taste in favor of more balanced 
brews. The Bitter and Withholding stout was 
robust and rich, but not overpoweringly sweet 
or heavy, and the Belgian Quad was malty, fla- 
vorful, and surprisingly easy drinking consider- 
ing its high ABV.

Boozy Tacos 
Take Inspiration 
Fromthe Bar

ome weeks are so demanding that 
S by week’s end, you don’t just want to 

drink a cocktail, you want to eat it too. 
In a taco. 

Thanks to Tango & Stache, you can. Serving 
up a rotating menu of tacos like the Rum Milk 
Punch Pork Taco ($4, bacon fat tortilla, milk 
ounch-braised pork, toasted coco nib, bacon 
gremolata) on the menu for the next few 
weeks, Joshua Wilder Oakley of Tango & Stache 
gets his inspiration from shaken and stirred. 

The tacos left us giddy, and not just be- 
cause of the boozy kick. Each taco order starts 
with a ball of bacon fat-enriched corn masa 
dough that Oakley presses into a flat round. He 
griddles each one, and then tops it with the fill- 
ings, Including an occasional vegetarian option 
(be sure to ask). If you’re feeling especially in- 
dulgent, enhance your order with a sunny side 
up egg ($2) that pools into a deliciously yolky 
sauce at the bottom of the plate. And if you 
want to sober up, don’t forget to add some of 
the homemade hot sauces and condiments 
that provide a defibrillator jolt of spice. 

There are plenty of bartenders finding inspi- 
ration for new cocktails in the kitchen, but very 
few cooks have found much inspiration from 
the bar. Oakley started with smoked negroni 
pork tacos, but spirits also find their way into 
his condiments, like whiskey-pickled jalapenos. 

Oakley has some cooking chops, which he 
earned in kitchens like Gary Danko, Michael 
Mina, and Bar Bambino, and the thought and 
care he clearly puts into the food makes it 
worth seeking out. And it’s a business that 
wouldn’t have happened if Oakley hadn’t bro- 
ken his foot and wasn’t able to work ina 
kitchen until it healed. “As | was recovering, a 
very long and slow process, | came to realize 
that there was no way | wanted to go back to 
working for someone else,” he explains. After 
some nomadic pop-ups at bars in San Fran- 
cisco, Tango & Stache has found a regular 
weekly stop at Rye every Thursday night, and 
also Wednesdays starting Feb. 27. 

The taco may not replace the cocktail, but a 
cocktail-inspired freshly made taco will make 
you just as happy. Order up another round.

Proof: There is 
something called Migration Studies. | guess it’s 
for people who originally studied anthropol- 
ogy or geography and really thought land 
bridges were fascinating. 

| can sort of relate because | have enjoyed 
learning the Bay Area’s history of ethnic drift, 
and the history of the Fillmore is a good petri 
dish for the concept. It emerged in the 1880s af- 
ter overcrowding pushed people outward from 
the city center. (When | think of what these peo- 
ple must’ve looked like, | picture old prospectors 
in dusty dungarees, accompanied by pick- 
axes and daughters name Clemen- 
tine.) The 1906 quake leveled 
much of the city, leaving Fill- 
more Street as one of the 
only places still in decent 
shape, and it soon be- 
came a haven for new 
businesses. Jewish, Jap- 
anese, and African- 
American residents who 
had arrived in the first 
great migration from the 
South soon populated the 
area. During World War Il, FDR 
sent the Fillmore’s Japanese resi- 
dents to internment camps; their sud- 
den absence allowed more people who were 
not suspected spies based solely on their eth- 
nicity to move into those now-empty homes. 
The only thing left to add was jazz. 

Cue the present day: The Fillmore is now try- 
ing to define itself by aligning itself with the 
past. It’s supposedly the city’s jazz center again, 
even though most of the old jazzbos are now 
dead. Cassandra Wilson and Keb’ Mo’ have been 
busy trying to make up for it, but it’s not the 
same. Like a middle-aged divorcée, the Fillmore 
is still trying to redefine itself and find footing. 

| met a large group of friends at 1300 on Fill- 
more for drinks before we headed over to see 
the African-American Shakespeare Company’s 
production of Tennessee Williams’ Cat on a Hot 
Tin Roof nearby. The 1300 is aschmancy soul 
food-inspired restaurant with a large lounge 
area in the front. It’s where you go if you don’t 
feel like sushi but you want to spend a lot of 
money in the Fillmore; Yoshi’s bridges the gap 
between the old Japanese presence and the 
street’s jazz history pretty well, though. 

We spent the first half hour talking about im- 
portant things, like how to elevate store-bought 
cake mix into gourmet-worthy cupcakes. We 
chatted about browned butter and how to make 
blueberry filling, and how Betty Crocker is the 
shit and Duncan Hines sucks balls. Baking was 
our cigar-and-whiskey talk in the Lounge, which

looks like an old English smoking room, com- 
plete with stately overstuffed couches and easy 
chairs, amber tones, and sophisticated light fix- 
tures politely drooping down into our conversa- 
tions and bathing them with an extra glow. 

| let the easy chair swallow me up, scooch- 
ing down and laying my head on the back. 
Yeah, it was probably a bit gauche, but if you 
are going to give people comfortable seating 
you have to deal with slouchers. It’s like people 
who have really cute dogs and then get of- 
fended when you want to greet and pet them. 
Deal with it, people. 

The walls of the lounge are adorned with old 
show posters and dozens of sepia-toned pic- 
tures of African-American performers from the 
area. Some of the pictures were digital and 
slowly melted into new ones at various intervals. 
They started as one thing and then became an- 
other. Just like the neighborhood. 

“You from Virginia?” said Terry to Toni. She 
explained that she was, but not from the D.C. 
area, but rather the “deep South” portion. This 
took on a different meaning to everyone than 
me, because | was the only white girl among the 
10 of us, but to be fair, | immediately went to 
racism as well. “How far down do you have to 
drive from D.C. to get where you are from?” 
Terry continued. He seemed to sort of under- 
stand the region. 

“You just head down 66,” she began. 
“And when you get pulled over 
you know you’ve gone far 
enough,” | shot in, immedi- 
ately mortified that | had 
done so. Oh shit. Is it okay 
for a white person to 
joke about this? There 
was a brief, terrible 
pause, and then every- 
one broke into laughter 
and nodded their heads 
in agreement. Phew. 

Most all of us who were 
out together that night started 
in one part of the country and 

ended up here. And, like a lot of people, 
we will probably all realize that we can’t afford 
to live here and will make another Great Migra- 
tion back whence we came. But for now, we are 
not ready to give up. 

| brought up a conversation about how the 
city has changed; the new migrations are still 
outward but the new inhabitants are wealthy. A 
gay friend who was one of the thousands of 
people who came out here in hopes of it being a 
homosexual Shangri-La says it best. To para- 
phrase, “| came here to get out of the closet and 
now | rent one for $2,500 a month.” 

We started to get peckish, and someone 
headed to the hostess’ lectern to try and get us 
a table for dinner. Bars in restaurants are just 
holding cells; groups come in, mill around, and 
then eventually move into the main room to 
gather around amore permanent table. 

“Ready?” said the hostess, the weight of 10 
large menus pulling her down. 

“Let’s move,” | said with a wave of my hand.

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Jailed Heart 


Thao Nguyen’s stunning new aloum was Inspired by her work with 


female inmates.

ast February, just minutes after 

taking off her jewelry, handing 

over her Social Security number, 

and removing her bra, Thao 

Nguyen found the inspiration for 
her new album, We the Common. 

The setting was Valley State Prison for 
Women, an institution that Nguyen visits 
four or five times per year as part of her 
work with the nonprofit California Coali- 
tion for Women Prisoners. Gaining entry 
meant submitting to a background check, 
and forfeiting the right to wear bright col- 
ors and — for fear of an underwire being 
weaponized — certain undergarments. Her 
muse was Valerie Bolden, an inmate to 
whom the album’s title track is dedicated. 
Bolden, who is serving a life sentence, 
spoke to Nguyen about the two daughters 
she hadn’t seen in 12 years, and about her 
fear of dying while incarcerated. Nguyen 
remembers a visit characterized as much by 
its moments of poignancy as by its “insane” 
power dynamics. 

“T couldn’t shake this conversation ... the 
sadness of it and the humanity of it,” she 
says. “It’s a really bizarre setting to be in. 
There’s a lot of stark contrast in that — to 
know that she was sentenced to life, and 
that I would go, and she would stay.” 

When Nguyen and her band, The Get 
Down Stay Down, headline San Francisco’s 
Noise Pop festival this weekend, social jus- 
tice will figure prominently

“The idea of revival and redemption and 
taking care of each other and being better is 
throughout,” she said. “[The album] is defi- 
nitely inspired by the people I’ve been 
working with.” 

As far as titles go, We the Common is both 
appropriate and perhaps a little too humble 
for the 28-year-old songwriter. Sure, there’s 
Nguyen’s modest musical history: picking 
up a guitar at age 12 because she was “so 
lonely in the suburbs”; driving her mom’s 
car from one D.C./Virginia open mic night 


earlier this month, she talked 
more passionately about San 
Francisco’s parking ticket policies than 
about her album or tour), has lately become 
a commodity.

Why, through Dave Eggers, of course. Such 


modesty might come off as sanctimonious 
were it not for the likelihood that these per- 
sonalities were the ones who sought out 
Nguyen’s attention, not vice versa. Such is 
the magnetism of Thao. 

For these reasons, it’s perhaps no sur- 
prise that Nguyen doesn’t have much to say 
about a pretty impressive list of upcoming 
tour dates — stops at places like the Bowery 
Ballroom in New York, Chicago’s Lincoln 
Hall, and of course the (now sold-out) Great 
American Music Hall in San Francisco. 

Ask about the next visit to a women’s 
prison, however, and she’s all yours. Her 
most vivid memory from the last time was 
of an old vending machine that suddenly, 
inexplicably, began to feature fresh oranges. 

“Some women hadn’t seen or had an or- 
ange in like 12 or 13 years,” she says. “The 
last visit was near Christmas, and they said, 
‘This is like Christmas, to be able to eat this 
orange.’ Things like that never leave you. 
It’s pretty impactful.” 

Something sweet, delivered unexpect- 
edly and with mechanical precision, amid 
dreary uncertainty? Nguyen — having just 
released her bounciest, most pointed, and 
most unabashedly earnest interrogation of 
doubt and love and pain and fear yet — 
could fill volumes.

vV LOST IN THE NIGHT 


The Chase ls On 


New party brings out the 
beachy sounds of Beautiful 
Swimmers for a night of 
weirdo revelry.

t’s been a while since a compelling new 
party has appeared in San Francisco, which 
is partly what makes the Chase so notewor- 
thy. Started by DJ Ash Williams, it offers a well- 
curated night of music with lots of attention 
paid to the high-concept visual design of in- 
house artist Caitlin Denny. The party caters to 
the avant-garde and weirdo strains of elec- 
tronic dance music, with regular appearances 
by artists on genre-bending labels and a focus 
on what organizers describe as “deep house, 
cosmic disco, balaeric vibez [sic], and lo-fi 
acid.” This month the Chase returns to its home 
at the Public Works’ OddJob Loft with a DJ set 
by Washington, D.C.-based outfit Beautiful 
Swimmers, the duo of Ari Goldman and An- 
drew Field-Pickering (aka Maxmillion Dunbar). 
Though the name Beautiful Swimmers may 
conjure up images of Jimmy Buffett — who 
once sang “Beautiful swimmers stay in the 
groove” — this isn’t music exclusively for beach 
bums. Goldman and Field-Pickering acknowl- 
edged the reference with their debut 12-inch, 
“Swimmer’s Groove,” but their music is beat- 
driven and sample-heavy, with a particular em- 
phasis on the worldly club sounds of ’8Os New 
York. To listen to Beautiful Swimmers is to take 





a Strange trip through electronic reggae drums, 
airy ambient synthesizers, and vague, decon- 
textualized African chanting. 

Their sound might be best understood 
through the 2010 EP Big Coast and its titular 
single, which brings together the aforemen- 
tioned elements and binds them with lazy, 
Arthur Russell-style trumpets to create some- 
thing that sounds out of place and out of time. 
Its steamy vibes feel like how you might 
imagine a bleary 5 a.m. inside the Paradise 
Garage, New York’s 1980s dance mecca. 

The duo’s remix work also hints at these 
classical atmospheres, with names like “Nibiru 
(Beautiful Swimmers Late Night Dubbing 
Mix)” and “Magic Milk (Beautiful Swimmers 
Coconut Dub).” 

The duo’s DJ sets follow along similar lines, 
with a smooth yet eccentric approach that’s a 
perfect complement to sleepy faces and early 
morning revelries. And Beautiful Swimmers 
have demonstrated their suitability for such 
odd hours in San Francisco before, playing a 
particularly notorious 6 a.m. set at 222 Hyde in 
March of last year. 

The duo is affiliated with label Future 
Times, the D.C. imprint run partly by Field- 
Pickering. Like similarly minded labels L.1.E.S. 
and 100% Silk, it comes at the canon of dance 
from the perspective of DIY culture. Its atti- 
tude is a perfect fit for the Chase, which takes 
the same mentality and applies it to partying.

lam writing about a friend. By all appearances, he 
is Straight. However, on more than one occasion he 
has gotten drunk and tried to hook up witha 
transvestite or a person who could have been one. 
In one instance, he went to a club and was ap- 
proached by a really masculine-seeming girl who 
proceeded to give him head. My friend, in his 
drunken state, reached into her pants and felt for a 
pussy only after she started giving him head. Ona 
trip to Las Vegas, he drunkenly picked up some- 
one who | was told looked like “Kevin Garnett in a 
wig” and was very obviously a man. He tried to 
take this person back to his hotel, but friends put a 
stop to it. | just received a message from a friend 
who Is with him ona trip to Europe, who said that 
he just tried the same thing again with yet another 
manly-looking transvestite type. Again, my friend 
was stopped before he did anything he might re- 
gret. can understand if these cases happened 
with transvestites who looked like real women. It’s 
easy to fool someone when he’s drunk. However, 
the situations | have seen personally and have 
heard about all seem to indicate he is seeking out 
transvestites. Could he be harboring some gay or 
bisexual tendencies? I’ve never seen him act this 
way when sober. Or could he just have the worla'’s 
thickest pair of beer goggles? 

CAUTIOUS LAD OBSERVING DEVELOPMENTS 


When we speak of “beer goggles,” we refer to 
someone too drunk to realize that he or she has 
accidentally picked up — or fucked the shit out of 
— a type that he/she would not normally/soberly 
find attractive. But | don’t think your friend is get- 
ting drunk again and again and going after this 
particular type again and again by accident. Three 
times that you know of? Sorry, your friend isn’t 
going after these types because he’s drunk.

The queens | ran with called the guys who 
wanted to fuck us “panty chasers.” | didn’t know 
at the time that there was an actual $20 term for 
them: gynandromorphophiles, aka “lovers of 
males in the shape of females.” Some gynandro- 
morphophiles are into crossdressers, some are 
into drag queens, and some are attracted to trans 
women. While some want partners who can pass, 
many do not. Give the kind of gynandromorpho- 
phile who chased after me and my friends in drag 
a choice between a “real woman” and a guy who 
looks like “Kevin Garnett in a wig,” and he'll 
choose Kevin Garnett every time. 

So back to your panty-chasing friend. I’m 
pretty sure the reason you’ve never seen him “act 
this way when sober” is because booze provides 
him with the courage he needs before he picks up 
“Kevin Garnett in a wig” and the alibi he needs af- 
ter. My advice: Stop cock-in-frock-blocking your 
friend and let him know you accept him for who 
he is, and you may help him find the courage to 
accept himself before his liver gives out.

(I 
might want a long-term method of birth control.) | 
trust the doctor | have here at home; the second | 
turned 14, he gave me tons of info on birth control 
and how | can get access to it. So! would be more 
than comfortable getting it through him. Please let 
me know if I’m overthinking all of this. 

THINKING | MIGHT ENCOUNTER LOVE YEARNINGS 


“It is inno way ‘dumb’ to consider contraception 
as a virgin,” says Dr. Unjali Malhotra, medical di- 
rector for Options for Sexual Health British Co- 
lumbia, aka the Planned Parenthood of British 
Columbia. “It is actually best to get on a method 
prior to ever having sex to ensure she Is happy on 
her chosen option before acutely requiring it for 
birth control.” 

Dr. Malhotra also supports — acutely supports 
— your preference for a long-term method. 

“Although oral contraceptives are popular,” 
says Dr. Malhotra, “they have up to a 9 percent 
‘typical-use’ failure rate.” Pills can fail a woman 
who forgets to take them — which is all too com- 
mon — but a woman can’t forget to take her |UD 
or implant. Which is why progesterone-releasing 
IUDs have failure rates of 0.2 percent, copper IUDs 
have failure rates of 0.8 percent, and implants 
have failure rates of 0.05 percent. “TIMELY can 
choose between a nonhormonal copper IUD, a 
progesterone-releasing IUD, and a progesterone- 
releasing implant,” says Dr. Malhotra. “Timing 
wise, she has options of a three-year implant, five- 
year IUD, and 10-year IUD. There are advantages 
to each, which she can discuss with her physician. 
And, despite myths to the contrary, there are very 
few risks with an |UD, and she can remove it and 
get pregnant at any time if she wishes.” 

None of these options will protect you from 
sexually transmitted infections, so use condoms.
